BAH HILL COMMUNITY PRIMARY SCHOOL. 

COMMUNITY USERS ASSOCIATION. 

The Cambridgeshire County Council are, as you no 
doubt realise,well to the fore in the educational sphere. 
One has only to examine the Village College concept of 
secondary education to see what great strides they have 
made in the integration of adult and junior activities in 
rural communities. In this way, the utilisation of 
expensive buildings and equipment is greatly increased 
and very valuable educational and recreational facilities 
made available to all age groups, rather than their being 
used solely by the 11 to 16s. 

Admirable as these arrangements are, there are the 
inevitable shortcomings in catering for small groups of 
people with specialised interests and the situation is 
not made easier by the widely scattered population that 
inhabits each Village College catchment area. Accordingly 
some five years ago, it was decided to complement the 
Village Colleges by designating selected village schools 
as ’Community Primary' schools, enabling their use as 
adult centres outside normal school hours. Initially, 
six schools were selected to start the scheme on an 
experimental basis, Bar Hill being one of them. An 
absolute minimum of hard and fast rules and regulations 
allowed each to develop community activities in a manner 
best suited to their own particular needs. The success 
of the scheme has resulted in its expansion over the 
years so that there are now fifteen community primary 
schools in'rural Cambridgeshire, all of which are 
providing an invaluable focal point for village 
activities. The 'community 1 schools have provided such 
a valuable service in rural areas, that they are 
beginning to extend into the urban areas where large 
new estates have been developed, providing a much needed 
centre of activity. The Cherry Hinton school in Cambridge 
has recently received the 'Community' designation, so you 
can be sure that we were 'in at the start' of what will be 
a permanent feature of Cambridgeshire's educational 
arrangements. Here in Bar.Hill, a Community School Users 
Association was formed to co-ordinate community activities 
the chairman- from an adult group using the school in the 
evening-working in close collaboration with the Headmaster 
and the Community Tutor, a member of the school staff. 

The CSUA chairman also attends meetings of the school 
Managers, acting as spokesman for community aspects of 
school life. At the present time, there are some twenty- 
odd groups, with interests ranging from Karate to Wine & 
Beer Making, using the school in the evenings, as you can 
see from the lists, we cater for all tastes! Although 
the CSUA is not primarily a fund raising organisation, 
member groups are required to pay a very moderate 
subscription to the association and funds are, therefore 
available to allow for small loans to be made to member 
groups when required. The association does also do its 
best to provide facilities for the school which may be of 
benefit to both 'school' and 'community' users. For 
example, the CSUA has provided a projection screen which 
has proved useful to all school users, and external 
lighting at strategic points round the school building.

All groups forming the C.S.U.A. are always’“happy to 
enrol new members, so why not contact the secretary of 
any group in .whose activities you would like to join? 

If your particular interest isn't listed, form your 
own group! Applications for membership of the C.S.U.A. 
from new groups getting under way are always welcome, 
fees are very reasonable - less that £1 per member 
gives you use of a room in the school for one evening 
each week throughout the school year - and you run your 
group in your way. The C.S.U.A. wont interfere unless 
your activities inconvenience other users, although 
the Community Tutor is always available with advice and 
assistance should you need any help.
